Remarks  of  President  Quentin  L.  Kopp 

I  accept  with  humility  and  with  deep  respect  the  honor  of  leader 
of  this  Board  of  Supervisors. 

At  the  time  when  the  word  "politician"  is  quickly  associated 
in  the  minds  of  many  with  self-aggrandizement  and  opportunism, 
if  not  actual  dishonesty,  it  is  incumbent  upon  all  of  us  to  search 
deep  in  our  consciousness  and  ask  why  we  are  here  and  what 
we  really  expect  as  the  rewards  of  our  office. 

It  certainly  can't  be  the  paycheck,  since  our  earnings  are  way 
below  the  minimum  wage,  nor  is  it  the  fringe  benefits  of  luxurious 
offices  and  grandiose  staffs. 

I  think  we  are  all  here  for  the  opportunity  —  not  for  ourselves 
as  individuals  —  but  to  have  some  impact  on  the  shape  and 
direction  of  San  Francisco. 

We  are  fully  aware  of  the  limits  of  our  powers,  and  sometimes 
painfully  so.  We  are  legislators  —  not  administrators.  We  pass 
the  laws,  but  we  cannot  carry  them  out. 

And  yet  the  enormity  of  the  task  before  us  is  overwhelming. 
It  is  up  to  us  to  insure  the  livability  and  the  solvency  of  the  great- 
est city  in  the  country.  We  have  to  reverse  the  trend  of  families 
and  businesses  leaving  the  city  and  encourage  them  to  return  with 
solid  assurances  that  we  want  them. 

In  the  short  time  we  have,  a  few  of  the  major  tasks  I  see  before 
us  are: 
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1.  Keeping  down  the  budget.  The  pressures  on  us  for  spending 
more  money  will  be  tremendous  in  the  months  ahead.  They 
always  are.  But  we  must  not  lose  faith  with  the  citizens  who 
voted  us  in  office,  and  who  told  us  loud  and  clear  when  they 
passed  propositions  B,  N,  O,  P,  and  Q  in  November,  that 
they  Vv'ill  no  longer  tolerate  out-of-line  salaries  for  city  em- 
ployees. We  must  simply  bite  the  bullet  on  spending.  With- 
out solvency,  personal  liberties  and  the  particular  programs 
for  those  of  our  residents  who  need  them  cannot  flourish. 
Nor  is  it  enough  for  public  officials  to  practice  fiscal  disci- 
pline; our  efforts  must  be  supported  by  the  ability  of  citizens 
to  exercise  self-denial  in  terms  of  municipal  services  to 
which  they  have  become  accustomed  for  many  years. 

2.  We  must  examine  closely  the  efficiency  of  city  departments. 
I  have  in  mind  the  possibility  of  using  community  develop- 
ment funds  to  retain  experienced  professionals  to  tell  us 
where  the  overlaps  in  departments  are,  to  find  out  where  this 
goverrunent  works  and  doesn't  work.  I  would  like  to  see  this 
done  at  a  nominal  cost  as  quickly  as  possible.  In  the  mean- 
time, I  believe  we  should  impose  a  moratorium  on  substan- 
tive charter  amendments  until  we  have  received  specific  rec- 
ommendations as  to  what  changes  should  be  made  in  which 
departments. 

3.  The  largest  project  facing  this  city  at  the  moment  is  the 
construction  of  a  new  sewage  treatment  system.  This  project, 
estimated  to  cost  $1,000,000,000  over  the  next  20  years,  is  by 
far  the  largest  job  ever  undertaken  by  our  Department  of 
Public  Works  or  the  city  and  it  deserves  our  complete  atten- 
tion and  full  support.  We  must  be  sure  that  every  neighbor- 
hood is  fully  aware  of  the  project  and  its  impact  on  them. 
Because  we  are  charged  with  being  negligent  in  the  past,  the 
State  Water  Quality  Control  Board  is  at  this  moment  con- 
sidering whether  or  not  to  impose  a  ban  on  new  sewer  con- 
nections for  the  entire  cit3\  We  must  do  everything  possible 
henceforth  to  meet  the  deadlines  imposed  on  us. 

4.  I  want  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  using  unspent  bond 
money  which  is  only  earning  interest  in  the  bank  to  get 
projects  started  and  put  people  to  work.  Unemployment  in 
our  city  is  not  really  a  local  problem  but  one  which  we  must 
attempt  to  solve,  even  though  economic  national  policies 
evolve  in  Washington.  And  we  can  do  just  that  by  utilizing 
proceeds  from  bond  issues  from  public  works  projects  which 
will  provide  employment  for  many  who  are  presently  unem- 
ployed. 

5.  Our  new  Mayor  has  pledged  himself  to  preserving  the  neigh- 
borhoods. This,  I  believe,  is  a  message  that  many  of  us  on 
this  Board  as  well  as  San  Franciscans  have  waited  a  long 
time  to  hear,  and  at  last  we  have  a  Mayor  who  is  saying  it. 
At  the  same  time  that  we  want  to  preserve  the  character  and 
individuality  of  our  neighborhoods,  we  must  create  a  balance 
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with  the  crying  need  for  new  and  more  housing  in  the  city. 
We  cannot  save  the  old  simply  because  it  is  old. 

6.  With  the  staggering  unemployment  rate  of  our  city  and  the 
desperate  need  for  more  housing,  there  is  absolutely  no 
excuse  for  the  prime  land  that  is  lying  fallow  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city.  We  must  pursue  the  development  and  mar- 
keting of  this  land  relentlessly. 

All  of  us  have  experienced  20  years  of  an  undeclared  war  in 
Southeast  Asia,  an  energy  crisis,  an  economic  recession,  and 
Watergate.  The  lesson  is  clear  that  we  must  exercise  personal 
responsibility  in  a  measure  never  more  necessary  in  our  lifetime. 
In  the  short  time  that  we  have,  there  is  no  time  to  waste  in  harbor- 
ing petty  grievances  or  in  pursuing  purely  personal  goals.  The 
task  before  us  is  too  important  to  indulge  in  the  luxury  of  airing 
personal  differences  or  advancing  personal  interests. 

I  can  assure  you,  as  President  of  this  Board,  that  the  harmony 
and  civility  among  us  will  improve,  and  that  as  a  result,  our  dis- 
cussions will  be  more  objective  and  our  meetings  shorter. 

Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  said  "Nothing  great  was  ever  achieved 
without  enthusiasm."  Emerson  also  said  "Nothing  astonishes  men 
so  much  as  common  sense  and  plain  dealing."  It  is  in  the  spirit 
expressed  by  Emerson  that  I  promise  to  give  all  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  and  you  standards  of  leadership  and  representation 
characterized  by  common  sense,  enthusiasm  and  plain  dealing.

ORDINANCE  FOR  MISCELLANEOUS  EMPLOYEES 

FOREWORD: 

In  developing  the  Salary  Standardization  recommendations  for 
miscellaneous  employees  for  fiscal  1976-77  over  the  past  several 
weeks,  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  has  had  the 
advantage  of  the  full  participation  by  all  members  of  the  Board. 
A  central  factor  in  that  process  has  been  a  full  recognition  of  the 
severe  financial  circumstances  currently  confronting  both  the 
taxpayers  and  the  employees  of  the  City  and  County. 

All  data  regularly  submitted  has  been  evaluated  with  extreme 
care,  has  been  referred  to  the  Civil  Service  (Commission  for  review 
and  analysis,  and  has  been  returned  to  the  Board  with  such  revis- 
ions or  recommendations  as  the  Commission  deemed  warranted. 
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All  interested  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  fully  ;md 
publicly.  Civil  Service  Commission  recommendations,  as  originally 
submitted  and  as  revised,  have  been  reviewed  comprehensively 
and  intensively  by  the  full  Board  during  long  hours  of  careful 
consideration. 

The  Board  has  given  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  recom- 
mendations careful  review,  and  found  them  to  be  generally  sound 
in  principle,  but  deferred  final  decision  concerning  those  recom- 
mendations until  conclusion  of  the  meet-and-confer  sessions  which 
currently  are  required  under  pertinent  State  and  City  and  County 
statutes. 

The  process  of  meeting  and  conferring  has  been  pursued  most 
diligently  since  receiving  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  recom- 
mendations on  January  30,  1976;  indeed,  those  sessions  have 
proceeded  virtually  up  to  the  commencement  of  this  meeting.  The 
Board's  chief  negotiator,  Mr.  Patrick  Mahler  and  the  staff  of  the 
Employee  Relations  Division  have  been  involved  in  that  process 
in  a  series  of  literally  around  the  clock  meetings  with  the  em- 
ployee organizations  involved. 

This  is  the  first  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  to  be  devel- 
oped under  the  provisions  of  Proposition  "B"  enacted  by  the 
voters  at  the  November,  1975  election.  That  Charter  amendment 
repealed  Section  8.403,  which  had  governed  the  setting  of  pay 
rates  for  trades  and  crafts  employees,  thus  placing  them  in  the 
category  of  "miscellaneous"  employees  whose  compensation  is 
fixed  under  salary  standardization  provisions  of  Charter  Section 
8.401. 

The  addition  of  trades  and  crafts  employee  classifications  to 
the  category  of  miscellaneous  employees  has  created  a  substtm- 
tial  increase  in  the  number  of  positions  subject  to  salary  standard- 
ization. More  importantly,  it  has  also  significantly  added  to  the 
number  of  employee  organizations  with  which  meet-and-confer 
sessions  must  be  conducted,  and  the  complexity  of  evaluating 
proposals  concerning  salaries  and  fringe  benefits  for  such  em- 
ployees. 

The  numerous  economic  constraints  afTecting  major  cities  all 
over  the  country  have  been  necessary  factors  in  the  consideration 
by  the  Board  of  salaries,  benefits  and  working  conditions  for  our 
City  and  County  employees.  The  Board  has  taken  cognizance  of 
the  financial  plight  of  several  major  cities  which  has  resulted  in 
such  means  of  reducing  employment  costs  as  cutting  paid  hours 
in  the  work-week,  days  per  work-week,  sharply  curtailing  the  num- 
ber of  city  jobs,  or  other  cost-cutting  devices.  It  is  the  Supervisors' 
belief  that  the  proposed  ordinance  will  provide  a  fair  and  equit- 
able salary  package  for  our  City's  employees,  while  avoiding  those 
more  onerous  aspects  of  austerity  which  confront  employees  in 
some  other  cities. 

If  San  Francisco  voters  had  not  passed  Proposition  "B"  last 
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November,  using  the  contracts  in  effect  on  June  30,  1976,  the  cost 
of  the  trade  and  craft  employments  for  the  year  ahead  would  have 
been  at  least  $9,300,000  higher  than  this  proposal,  which  involves 
an  increase  over  the  current  year  of  about  $8,500,000. 

DOCUMENTATION: 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  received  a  copy  of: 

( 1 )  The  Civil  Service  Commission's  report  of  the  Salary  and 
Wage  Survey  dated  January  29,  1976,  and  the  proposed  sched- 
ules of  compensation  as  recommended  by  the  Commission  for 
classifications  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Charter  Sections  8.400 
and  8.401,  together  with  the  Commission's  letter  of  transmittal 
dated  January  30,  1976; 

(2)  The  Commission's  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
date  of  March  2,  1976,  transmitting  the  Commission's  proposed 
amendments  to  schedules  of  compensation; 

(3)  The  Conmiission's  letter  dated  February  2,  1976,  with 
attachments,  transmitting  without  recommendation  certain  amend- 
ments to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardiza- 
tion Ordinance. 

The  foregoing  constitute  a  compilation  of  basic  Civil  Service 
Commission  recommendations.  Also  presented  to  each  Board 
member  today  is  a  copy  of  the  pamphlet  dated  March  22,  1976, 
entitled  "Recommendations  of  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee in  connection  with  the  Salary  and  Wage  Survey  1976-77," 
reflecting  the  compensation  schedule  recommendations  of  the 
Legislative  and  Persormel  Committee. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS: 

The  Civil  Service  Cormnission  has  considered  numerous  re- 
quests for  amendments  to  the  Administrative  Provisions  of  the 
Salary  Standardization  Ordinance.  Those  are  the  provisions  which 
affect  working  conditions  of  the  employees  involved. 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  and  all  Board  mem- 
bers studied  intensively  those  Administrative  Provisions,  as  well 
as  others  which  were  urged  independently  by  employees.  It  gave 
careful  attention  to  both  verbal  and  written  representations  by 
interested  individuals  and  organization  representatives,  and  re- 
ferred those  provisions  to  the  Employee  Relations  Division  for 
the  meet  and  confer  process. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt 
the  amendments  to  the  Administrative  Provisions  as  submitted 
today. 

(1)  Revision  of  the  number  of  paid  holidays  from  eleven  to 
twelve  per  year; 

(2)  Overtime  pay  not  to  exceed  time  and  one-half  in  contrast 
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to  previous  provisions  whereby  certain  trade  and  craft  classifica- 
tions previously  were  paid  at  double  and  in  some  instances  even 
triple  times  the  base  rate; 

(3)  In  the  event  of  no  appropriate  work  being  available  vvithin 
a  given  employee  classification,  ( inclement  weather,  for  example ) , 
Department  heads  would  be  authorized  to  send  employees  home, 
paying  for  only  a  percentage  of  the  base  rate  to  compensate  the 
employee  for  having  reported  for  work. 

(4)  Provision  of  term  life  insurance,  up  to  $50,000  face  value 
per  individual,  for  employees  identified  under  the  Employee  Rela- 
tions Ordinance  as  Management  Employees.  Cost  not  to  exceed 
$180,000. 

SCHEDULE  OF  COMPENSATIONS: 

This  statement  is  prefaced  by  the  declaration  that  in  view  of 
all  of  the  circumstances  existent  today,  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission's recommendations  for  compensation  adjustments  ought 
to  be  revised.  Accordingly,  it  is  hereby  recommended  that  the 
schedule  of  compensations  be  revised  as  set  forth  in  detail  below. 

Increases  experienced  during  the  last  year  in  the  cost  of  living 
was  a  factor  properly  considered  during  the  meet  and  confer 
process,  and  by  the  Board  members  in  considering  the  various 
proposals. 

In  incorporating  schedule  of  salary  rates  for  trade  and  craft 
classifications  into  the  "miscellaneous"  employee  category,  the 
Board  took  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  the  noted  Charter  amend- 
ment has  brought  about  significant  changes  in  certain  aspects  of 
the  funding  of  such  positions.  Overtime  provisions  are  now  more 
nearly  uniform  among  the  various  categories  of  City  employees, 
and  should  result  in  savings  for  this  budget  item.  Health-related 
fringe  benefits  are  also  now  more  equitably  provided  for,  with  the 
City's  contribution  to  health  benefits  being  the  same  for  all  em- 
ployees, resulting  in  further  budgetary  savings. 

Provisions  are  included  to  enable  the  hiring  of  future  employ- 
ees in  certain  of  the  "trade  and  craft"  miscellaneous  employees 
at  an  entrance  level  of  80%  of  the  regular  journeyman  City  salary, 
with  annual  5%  increments  payable  as  with  other  categories  of 
miscellaneous  employees. 

It  is  diflScult  under  existing  financial  constraints  to  adjust  all 
former  trade  and  craft  categories  to  a  forty-hour  week,  however, 
this  Board's  goal  will  be  to  standardize  working  hours  for  all 
miscellaneous  employees. 

STATISTICAL  DATA: 

I  quote  from  compilations  furnished  by  staffs  of  the  Employee 
Relations  Division  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  the  follow- 
ing   tabulation    showing,    generally    and    approximately,    but   as 
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accurately  as  possible,  details  of  the  increases  recommended  for 
miscellaneous  employees  as  of  July  1,  1976,  by  the  Legislative  and 
Personnel  Committee  and  informally  by  a  majority  of  the  Board: 

For  those  employees  formerly  covered  under  Charter  Sec. 
8.403,  in  those  cases  of  representation  units  which  have  not 
entered  into  signed  agreements,  salaries  are  set  under  the  fol- 
lowing parameters.  The  basic  rate  payable  on  March  31,  1976, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance,  exclud- 
ing payment  for  holiday  rate,  health  and  welfare  rate,  and 
security  savings  rate,  has  been  converted  to  biweekly  salary 
schedules.  As  miscellaneous  employees,  those  former  trade 
and  craft  members  shall  receive  twelve  paid  holidays,  contri- 
bution for  the  City  Health  Service  System  in  an  amount  of 
$327.60  per  year. 

For  employees  not  covered  by  a  written  agreement,  with 
a  representative  organization,  the  following  formulas  apply: 
A  3%  salary  increase  for  employees  currently  paid  above- 
data,  or  to  4.9%  below-data. 

A  3%  salary  increase  for  employees  currently  paid  from 
5%  to  5.9%  below-data. 

A  1%  salary  increase  for  executive  management  and 
confidential  positions,  in  addition  to  any  percentage  in- 
crease authorized  herein. 

A  4%  salary  increase  for  employees  currently  paid  from 
6%  to  9.9%  below-data. 

A  5%  salary  increase  for  employees  currently  paid  from 
10%  to  14.9%  below-data. 

A  7%  salary  increase  for  employees  currently  paid  15% 
or  more  below-data. 

Organizations  representing  various  classifications  have  en- 
tered into  agreements  as  summarized  below.  Those  agree- 
ments are  being  ratified  by  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
ordinance  today:

Cost    of    the    adjustments    outlined    above    is   estimated    at 
$8,500,000. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  meet  and  confer  scheduled  sessions 
were  conducted  until  2:00  p.m.,  the  time  of  this  meeting,  detailed 
data  from  late  agreements  arrived  at  by  the  Employee  Relations 
Division,  have  not  been  fully  incorporated  in  detail  in  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  which  is  before  the  members.  Thus,  certain  re- 
visions as  to  detail  must  be  made  to  the  ordinance  at  a  subsequent 
time.  Please  note,  however,  that  the  statistical  data  outlined  above 
does  include  the  estimated  costs  of  such  agreements.  To  demon- 
strate good  faith,  figures  have  not  been  entered. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  recommendations  submitted  today  constitute  a  fair  adjust- 
ment of  Civil  Service  Commission  recommendations,  taking  into 
account  the  wage  survey  data,  the  data  submitted  by  employee 
and  taxpayer  representatives,  and  reflecting  a  number  of  lengthy 
and  complex  meet  and  confer  sessions  with  many  employee  or- 
ganizations. The  recommendations  also  take  into  account  cost-of- 
living  data  and  the  current  serious  inflation-recession-unemploy- 
ment problems  which  confront  the  City  and  County. 

Approval  of  these  recommendations  will  provide  salary  levels 
which  deal  with  some  previous  salary  inequities,  and  recognize 
the  burgeoning  cost-of-living  factor  faced  by  City  employees. 
These  recommendations  also  demonstrate  to  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco  that  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  carefully  protecting 
their  economic  interests.  City  employees  will  continue  to  carry 
on  a  livelihood  supported  by  adequate  salaries,  and  taxpayers  will 
continue  to  enjoy  fair  economic  treatment  together  with  the  deliv- 
ery of  essential  municipal  services. 

The  counsel  of  all  Board  members  was  freely  and  fully  ex- 
changed in  all  of  the  salary  standardization  sessions  and  related 
executive  sessions  with  the  chief  negotiator.  In  the  light  of  all 
the  information  which  could  be  dravv'n  reasonably  from  the  great 
volume  of  data  submitted,  the  Committee  members  are  convinced 
that  the  recommendations  are  eminently  fair  and  fully  justifiable. 

As  a  result  of  the  extended  meet  and  confer  sessions,  memo- 
randums of  outstanding  have  been  signed  with  most  organizations, 
ratified  by  the  memberships  of  11  of  those  organizations,  and  are 
being  ratified  by  the  ordinance  proposed  for  enactment  today. 
Your  Committee  believes  it  is  important  to  note  that  the  settle- 
ments achieved  cover  90%  of  our  miscellaneous  employees. 

My  Committee  colleagues,  Vice-Chairman  John  J.  Barbagelata 
and  Supervisor  Robert  H.  Mendelsohn,  join  me  in  officially  sub- 
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mitting  these  recommendations.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
invaluable  assistance  and  extremely  diligent  work  performed  by 
Mr.  Patrick  J.  Mahler,  Chief  Negotiator;  Mr.  Bernard  Orsi,  Gen- 
eral Manager,  Personnel;  Mr.  John  Farrell,  Controller;  Mr.  Har- 
vey Rose,  Budget  Analyst;  and  their  respective  staffs.

I  believe  it  would  be  helpful  to  clarify  one  point  in  regard  to 
the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for  fiscal  year  1976-77, 
which  was  passed  by  the  Board  for  second  reading  at  the  meeting 
of  March  22,  1976. 

With  reference  to  the  various  salary  adjustment  formulas  de- 
scribed in  my  statement  of  March  22  on  behalf  of  the  Legislative 
and  Personnel  Committee,  it  should  be  noted  that  those  formu- 
las have  been  applied  to  the  regular  biweekly  schedule  plan  of 
seniority  increments,  in  arriving  at  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  miscel- 
laneous employees  effective  July  1,  1976. 

For  example,  a  formula  adjustment  of  "five  percent"  salary 
increase  as  described  in  the  statement  is  translated  to  be  one  full 
step  in  the  biweekly  schedule  plan,  i.e.,  a  five  percent  increase 
from  schedule  25  results  in  the  use  of  schedule  26. 

COST  ESTIMATES 

Since  passage  for  second  reading  of  the  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance  last  Monday,  the  Cost  Committee  has  been  very  busily 
engaged  in  developing  revised  estimates  of  the  projected  cost  of 
that  ordinance.  The  committee  utilized  a  detailed  method  of 
applying  the  new  salary  schedules  to  all  existing  positions  in  the 
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City's  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  This  is  a  much  more  time- 
consuming  and  difficult  process  than  the  relatively  "broad-brush" 
estimates  customarily  prepared  in  previous  years,  but  is  being 
utilized  in  view  of  the  serious  financial  crisis  confronting  the  City. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  those  cost  figures  indicate  that  the 
increased  cost  of  the  proposed  salary  schedules  for  miscellaneous 
employees  is  now  estimated  to  be  $1,742,885.  with  the  ad  valorem 
cost  being  $3,278,816,  rather  than  the  earlier  estimated  cost  figure 
of  $8.5  million. 

Supervisor  Molinari  then  announced  that  Mr.  Patrick  Mahler, 
the  Board's  Chief  Negotiator,  stood  ready  to  meet  with  the  labor 
organizations  which  have  not  as  yet  signed  memoranda  of  under- 
standing.

Pursuant  to  your  request,  the  Salary  Standardization  Cost 
Committee  has  made  a  detailed  cost  analysis  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  for  miscellaneous  employees  as 
passed  for  second  reading  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  meet- 
ing held  on  March  22,  1976.  Our  cost  analysis  includes  an 
adjustment  for  clerical  errors  not  yet  reflected  in  the  Ordi- 
nance. 

The  recommended  schedule  increase  or  decrease  under  this 
Ordinance  was  applied  to  the  1976-77  budgeted  positions, 
excluding  new  positions,  adjusted  for  step  increases  scheduled 
in  fiscal  year  1976-77  for  each  permanent  authorized  funded 
position.  Our  cost  analysis  excludes  all  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  and  Community  College  District  employees 
and  all  positions  not  funded  in  the  City  and  County  budget. 
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The  cost  of  the  1976-77  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for 
miscellaneous  employees  as  outlined  above  including  retire- 
ment and  social  security  benefits  is  $1,404,885.  However,  the 
estimated  increased  ad  valorem  tax  cost  is  $2,983,816. 

In  addition,  the  estimated  increased  cost  of  temjx)rary  sala- 
ries, overtime,  and  holiday  pay  for  those  classifications  which 
were  considered  miscellaneous  in  1975-76  is  $338,000.  Hov;- 
evor,  the  estimated  increased  ad  valorem  tax  cost  is  $295,000. 
Therefore,  the  total  increased  cost  of  Salary  Standardization 
for  miscellaneous  employees  in  1976-77  is  $1,742,885.  The 
total  estimated  increased  ad  valorem  tax  cost  is  $3,278,816. 
We  are  prepared  to  respond  to  any  questions  relating  to  the 
results  of  our  cost  computations,  and  our  working  papers  are 
available  for  your  review  and  inspection.

The  cost  of  living  adjustments  as  hereinafter 
provided  shall  be  based  upon  the  percentage  of  such  in- 
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creases  or  decreases.  The  board  of  supervisors  may,  in 
addition  to  the  rates  of  compensation  as  established 
herein,  and  at  the  same  time  said  rates  of  compensation 
are  established,  increase  said  rates  of  compensation  by 
an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  average 
cost  of  living  increase  of  the  cities  included  in  the  certi- 
fied report  of  the  civil  service  commission  and  the  actual 
cost  of  living  increase  for  San  Francisco.  In  the  event  the 
board  of  supervisors  elects  not  to  grant  such  cost  of  liv- 
ing increase  in  any  year  in  which  any  such  increase 
might  be  granted,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  upon 
a  written  request  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  not  later  than  the  10th  day  of  September  of 
said  year  by  representatives  of  the  uniformed  members 
of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  as  designated  by  the 
police  and  fire  commissions,  respectively,  submit  the 
question  of  said  cost  of  living  increase  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  city  and  county  at  the  next  succeeding 
citywide  election.
